STRAUSS VISIT AND ARRIVAL OF ADVANCE WOLFF TEAM RECEIVING 
EXTENSIVE COVERAGE WITH MEDIA SPECULATING THAT VISIT SHOULD 
LEAD TO SATISFACTORY COMPROMISE AND DE-ESCALATION OF MUCH OF 
CURRENT TENSION. NIHON KEIZAI, JAPAN'S LEADING ECONOMIC JOURNAL. 

CARRIED ONE OF MOST UPBEAT COMMENTARIES SUGGESTING THAT AMBASSADOR

EARLY IN WEEK STARTING WITH AIRPORT ARRIVAL. BACKGROUNDER WITH 
AMERICANCORRESPONDENTS MID-WEEK ENABLED WOLFF-MACDONALD-WEIL 
TEAM TO PROVIDE NECESSARY PERSPECTIVE ON TALKS JUST PRIOR TO 
STRAUSS ARRIVAL. EXCLUSIVE ALSO ARRANGED BY USIS FOR WOLFF 
WITH NIHON KEIZAI AND WALT. STREET JOURNAL FOLLOWING BACKGROUNDER. 
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USIS NOW SIMILARLY ENGAGED WITH STR STRAUSS PHASE OF TRADE TALKS 
AT WEEK'S END, WORKING ON JOINT PRESS CONFERENCE ARRANGEMENTS 
(SCHEDULED FRIDAY). 

-MAJOR USIS EFFORT THIS WEEK HAS GONE INTO MEDIA ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR SENATOR KENNEDY VISIT WHICH HAS ATTRACTED EXCEPTIONALLY WIDE 
MEDIA INTEREST. WITH DPAO KAYS AS PRINCIPAL USIS ACTION OFFICER 
ACCOMPANYING PARTY FROM ARRIVAL IN OSAKA, AMERICAN CENTER 
DIRECTORS CRANE (KYOTO) AND MAURER (OSAKA) ABLY HANDLED UNI- 
VERSITY, MEDIA AND LABOR MEETINGS FOR SENATOR IN KANSAI AND 
HIROSHIMA. KYOTO AND OSAKA CENTERS JOINTLY ARRANGED PRESS BREAKFAST 
FOR KENNEDY WITH LOCAL NEWSMEN, WHO EXPRESSED SPECIAL APPRECIATION 
FOR SENATOR'S SINCERITY AND READINESS TO LISTEN DURING DISCUSSION 
ON TRADE AND BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP. KYOTO AC ALSO ARRANGED 
SENATOR'S MEETING WITH NINE KANSAI LABOR LEADERS,, WHO ACTIVELYPRESSED

WITHDRAWAL FROM ILO AND INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS. KENNEDY'S LATER

KENNEDY INTERVIEW CNDUCTED ON BOARD LANE FROM HIROSHIMA TO 
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TOKYO, WITH MAIN FOCUS ON MAJOR POWER RLATIONS IN NORTHEAST ASIA 
(ALSO FACILITATED BY USIS). 
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AS SENATOR MOVED ON TO HIROSHIMA AND TOKYO, THE USIS STAFF WORKED 
WITH THE SENATOR S PARTY GENERATING FLOW OF USIS HANDLED RELEASES 
FOR HIROSHIMA SPEECH AND LATER FOR ADDRESS AT FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS' 

CLUB WHICH TURNED OUT LARGEST AUDIENCE TO DATE FOR OFFICIAL GUEST. 

OTHER USIS ARRANGEMENTS GENERATING WIDE MEDIA COVERAGE WERE NHK 
AND FUJI-TV INTERVIEWS ON PRIME TIME, ALL ARRANGED BY ACTING PRESS 
OFFICER LEVIN AND HIS STAFF. DISCUSSION MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 
TOMORROW AT TOKYO UNIVERSITY WITH PRESIDENT MUKAIDO (HIMSELF A 
KNOWLEDGEABLE EXPERT ON NUCLEAR MATTERS) AND SELECTED FACULTY 
MEMBERS HAS BEEN ARRANGED BY CULXCHANGE STAFF MCDONALD. SENATOR S 
AIDES HAVE EXPRESSED THEIR APPRECIATION FOR THESE EFFORTS WHICHTHEY 
FEEL 

HAVE CONTRIBUTED SIGNIFICANTLY TO SUCCESS OF SENATOR'S 
WHIRL- WIND VISIT TO JAPAN. 

-AT SAME TIME THAT USIS PROVIDING FACILITATIVE SUPPORT TO
